So near, yet so far! That was the 
feeling after Victoria’s last match, 
against Norwich City, a month ago. 

Our lads led 2-0 and were cruising until four 
Norwich goals in a nine-minute burst near the 
end of the match blew away any chance of a 


_ first-ever. win against a touring English First 


Division side. 


Despite this, the Victorians matched Norwich in most 
departments and the understanding that was evident on 
the field was ample reward for coach Lem McKendry’s: 
belief in making few changes to his squad. 

The squad stayed in training after that match and! today 
gets another chance of pitting its abilities against a top 
European outfit, Partizam Belgrade, whose tour has been 
arranged by the Australian Soccer Federation. 

Our welcome visitors: from Yugoslavia have achieved 
overwhelming success in their 33-year history, having won 
their country’s championship eight times (including 
1977/78) and the Yugoslav: Cup four times. 

Partizan also reached the European Cup final of 1965/66 
losing 1-2 to Real Madrid and has achieved several 


» remarkable victories on its regular overseas tours.

Bring in coaches, not 


players, says Peters 


Victorian soccer 
lags 15 years behind 
Australian Rules 
football, according 
to former English 


soccer international © 


i Martin Peters. 


“Soccer is very slowly 
creeping in but footy has 
such a stronghold in Vic- 
toria, it’s going to take a 
long, long time — 10 maybe 
15 years — before anything 
really happens,” he said. 


Peters had just finished 
another training session 

‘-] with Frankston City where 
he was guesting for five 
matches and was talking to 
me on the impressions he 
had gained of soccer in 
Australia during his stay 
here. 3 


“The main problem lies 
with the youngsters,” he 
said. ‘Victoria has to get 
the game going through the 
schools like they have done 
in the States so that at the 
age of 17 or 18 when they 
leave, the youngsters want 
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to play soccer rather than 
anything else.” 

Peters has done his bit in 
that direction, visiting 
schools and giving talks to 
juniors, but he advocates 
long-term coaches to help 
our youths. 

“The sport must 
switch from _ bringing 
players to bringing top 


- coaches from overseas 


to organise schooiboys 


and soccer at youth 
level.” 
Peters’ career record - 


makes awesome reading. 
He has made 67 interna- 
tional appearances for 
England, played for three 
First Division clubs — West 
Ham, Tottenham, and Nor- 
wich — commanded over 
$600,000 in total transfer 
fees and collected an array 
of soccer medals ranging 
from World Cup, European 
Cup Winners’ Cup to FA 
Cup winners’ medals.
